WasniNgrox, Oct. 2—It President
Iarrison has lost any part of his grip upon
the work of the eampairn during his stay
in the forests of the Adirondacks, and in
the absorption of domestic demands, he
has certainly recovered his hold during the
week or ten days elapsed since his return,
Almost the only wisitors ndmitted to hls
private rooms have been bearers of politieal
inforwation. As he caonot go to the
“boys,” the “boys” come to him.

Little dependence is placed in the mails,
and none at all in the telegraph. Almost
daily some messenger or member of the
Nutiona! Committee from the headquarters
at New York comes quietly to the Esgeco-
tive Mansion, and usunlly gets away with. .
oul his presence being known to the public
It i« only wheua someone wso genersily
fawiiiar to the people of the city that he s
st onee recognized makes his & ce,
that his visit is a2 once heralded s that of
oue who is a earrier of important news to
the President, and it is almost invariably
the fact that such a visitor comes at the re-
quest of the Pres.dent.

Harrison's Hand Always on the Lever,

When Mr MeComas, Seeretary of tho
Nutional Comuwittee, was here s few days
neo, he went over the entire ground of the
work of the committee, and received many
ions from Mr. Harrlson as to where
the polier pursued bad been weak, where it
was particularly commendable, and what
shoold be done that bad not been done in
cerigin sections of the country.

Senutor Aldrieb’s visit yesterday was in
response 1o ao invitation of the President,
who some time commissioned him to give
special sttention to New England. While
the Prasigent bas no doubt of the loyaity to
the Republiean party of the great New
Eungland politicians, such as Bluine, Reed,
Hale, Frye, Lodge, nad others who may be
enid as a whole to bave little personal ad-
miration for Mrn. Harrlson, he does not de-

pend on  them  for information in
regurd to the operstiondffof the cam-
poizn machise in those parts, and there-

fore the practical and trustr Senator from
[ihode Island is selected to keep an eye on
ull New Eogland, to discover any weak
spot in the armor of its Republicanism,
Looking Out for All Loopholes,

Mr. Harrison is also in daily consaltation
with persons conoected with the Congress-
lonal Committee, 1o keep himself informed
of loeal and fsctional quarrels, if any there
be, whici might have some effect on the
vote for electors, In short, even in the
midst of the distressing illness in his fam-
ily, Mr. Harrison shows himself to be
more of a practical politician than anyons
bas before suspecied, and, more than this,
that be places relisnce in the judgment of
no other person so much as in his own,

No National Committee ever had Lo deal
with a candidate so headstrong, so insistent
that his view of the management of the
campaign sball be sccepted, perfectly will-
ing that be shall siand or fall upon his
single judgment. It was pot so in 1888 At
that time he was strange to men and
methods in the party and kept in the back-
ground. Now he feels that the political
machinery 15 largely of his own maoufao-
ture, aud that no one is so well fitted for
operating it as its maker.

A Subject of Constant Remnrk,

This mansgement is so conspicuous, es-
pecinlly to the party men here in Washing-
ton, s to be a subject of constant remark,
auil it bas been more conspicuouns than ever
sinoe his recent return to the White House,
Bofur fias felt that no mistake hasbeen
wade, and there is consequently no protest

guiust & personal mansgement which seems
to soe 1o savor of a selfishness superior to
conelderation for party. But Mr. Harrison
feels thmt in  his position ms candi-
dute he is the party, the very head and
frout of i1, and that it is impossible any
otlier person in the universe should bave
the success of the party more at heart than
be. His friends here iosist that he has
wore reseon than ever for keeping hiz owa
baod on the lever, in view of the fact that
the two great men of the National Commit-
tee, Mr, Carter and Mr. Clarkson, could
find & disposition, in the midst of their tre-
mendous responsibilities, to spend an even-
ing loa private box at the theater to see
giddy Lottie Collins do the high-kicking
act and sing “Ts-ra-rs boom-de-ay.*
Two Practical Bowers in the Cabinet,

Of course  Mr. Harrison does not set up
Lis judgment ugainst that of all others
when there is & serious division of opinion

that seems to be his own invention !s the
result of ecouferences with his most trusted
friends. Secretary Charles Foster and Sec-
retary “Steve'” Elkine are the two “‘practi-
eal” politicians of the Cabinet, and they
are the men who are constantly st the ears
of the President, to whom his best thoughts
are submitted, and from whose experience
in the practical pulling of the political
wires he drawe points for the broader
sttategy which is peenlisrly bis own.

Not only young students of party man-
agement, but also many who are old at the
trade, are waiting with not a little curiosity
the extent to which Mr, Harrlson Is carry-
ing his personal conduct of the campaigs, to
see how and where the suggestions conspic-
uously his own are found to be effective,and
how much the result of the campaign, what-
ever that result may be, shall be due to the
President’s insistence on his way of doing
things.

NOW K CORPSE,

The Leader of the Notorious
Fayette County Outlaws
Is Shot at Last.

A BHERIFF'S DUTY DONE.

.

Unable to Take the Bandit Alive, He
Gives the Coroner a Job,

No Doubt of the Matter This Time, for
8 Post Mortem Has Been Held—His
Wound of Last Week Found on the
Body—How Sheriff MoCormick and a
Posse Ran Down the Famous Free-
booter—Overtaken While BSunning
Himself With Jack Ramesay, Near
Cooley’s Father's Home—A Rattling
Fire Between the Bandits and Officers
—The Outlaw Leader Falls Dead—
Ramsay Escapes, but the Sheriff Ex.
pects to Overtake Him Soon.

Uxsioxtows, Ock 2 —[Spesial ]—Frank
Cooley, the leader of the notorions gang of
outlaws, was shot dead at his father's home
near Bmithfield this evening.

The outlaw sod bis partoer, Jack Ram-
say, were brought to bay by Bheriff Me-
Cormick and & posse, and the famous leader,
rather than surrender to his pursuers, gave
up his life, but Ramsay escaped.

It was not a cowardly surrender, for the
bandit met death bravely and shot many
times before the fatal bullet plerced his
heart,

Bheriff MeCormick received notice this
afternoon that the gang was at Laute
Cooley’s home, in George’s township, and
that if he would go up immediately he could
capture them, The Bheriff lost no time,
and, together with Deputy Sheriff Alle-
baugh, drove up to Fairchunce. They wers
met there by Frank Pegg, who was hired
by W. W. Laughead two weeks ago to run
the gang down. Lsughead had & special in-
ferest in seeing the gang put out of the way,
becsuse he has experienced pretty rough
treatment at their hands, ;

The Two Outlaws Surprised.

Pegg led Sherift MeCormick and Deputy
Sherift Allebaugh to a elump of trees near
the Cooley homestead. Here they were
folned by Milt Hartley, a Fairchance po-
liceman, and George Fisher, a United States
Secret Service detective, who ran down the
moonshiners of this county last spring.
Fisher hias been following the gang for the
last two months, and it was through his
offorts that the outlaws were brought into
the Bberif’s hands Thevy followed the
gaag for tiree suceessive Sundays, And they
on each occasion spent the day with the
Cooley family. This morning he followed
Frank and Ramsay, and discovered at ngon
that they were at the Cooley homestead.
He then notified Sheriff MoCormick and
led him and his party to where the outlaws
were passing the day.

‘Whoen the Sheriff arrived at the clump of
trees, from which they had a good view of
Lute Cooley’s home, the movements of the
party were directed by Fisher. They had
not waited long until Fravk Cooley and
Ramsay came ont of the house and walked
around as though they had nothing to fear.

No Trouble to Reach the Couple.

The field between the Cooley residence
and the woods has been recently oleared
and is ocovered with stumps, so that the
Bheriff and his men had an excellent op-
portunity of passing in Indian style, from
stump to stump, and thus getting nearer
the outlaws than the woods

Cooley and Ramsay were sitting behind o
large stump in the sun. The pursoers were
not slow to take advantsge of such an op-
portunity. They did not wait to pnss
further trom stump to stump, but at Fisher's
command stood up and boldly walked to
where the outlaws were lying in the sun.

Their approach was heralded by a dog
that ran out and began barking., The out-
laws sprang to their feet, and seeing no
chance of escape, began firing, The Sheriff’s
men returned the fire,

Frank Cooley Killed in the Shooting.

Many shots were exchanged, and finally
the man who had led the most notorions
gang that ever terrorized the people of this
county was brought to the ground.

Frightened at the fall of his courageous
lea’ sr, Ramsay fled to the woods, closely
pursuud by two of the Sherif's men, who
fired seve.nl shots at him, none of which,
thongh, toow effeot. L

The dead body of the bandit leader was
picked ap and carrled into his father's
house and olosely guarded. Coroner Hol-
bert held an inquest about two hours after
Cooley was killed. When the Coroner h eld
the post mortem examination he found thas
the bullet had struck the body below the
clavicle bone and took a downward course,
passing through the heart,

Btill on the Trall of Ramsay.

Another wound was found in his back,
which appesred as though it had been in-
flicted several days ago.  This confirms the
story of Jacob Prinkey, the old mountaineer,
who was robbed about & week ago, and who
said that his son bad shot at sud wounded
one of the gang, as telegraphed to Tue Dis-
PATOH at the tima,

The Bheriff and his men will goard the
remains of the outlaw all night, and bring
them to town in the morning.

CHOLERA STIEL RAGES.

Buda-Pesth the Latess Olty to Be Infectod—
Hamburg Stll in the Tolls—Fresh At.
tack In s Busslan Distrlict—No Abate-
ment in Franoe.

Bupa-PestH, Ock 2.—1It is officially an-
nounced that this ecity is Infected with
cholera. The authorities state that the dis-
ease was introduced here through the me.
diom of imported hides. This fact was
established through an investigation wbich
proved that railway workmen who had
handled the hides in question wers the
first persons to be attacked with the malady.

Twelve fresh cases and five deaths ocourred
here dyuterday. The authorities have de-
eided to establish two new barrmcka for
cholera patients and a bouse of shelter for
the Isolation of such cases,

Cholern statistics from Hamburg show
that 43 fresh cases and 21 deaths occurred
there yesterday, Only one death from
eholera cccurred in Hotterdam to-day, and
no new cases. In Maarson, five miles from
Uterioht, three cases were reported to-day,
Throughout Holland daoring the last 24
hours, there were 11 fresh casss and 5deaths,

Oholera has broken out in Shitomir,
an {mportant city in the provinee of Vol-
hynia, Russia, enteen cases and four
deaths have ocenrred there within the last
fortnight. The number of new cases and
deaths was exactly even in 5t Petersburg

esterday. Twenty-five noew patients were
gruu ht to the notice of the authoriciea dur-
ing the day, and 25 deaths ocourred in the
saine time,

In Paris, many perzons continne to be
attacked daily by cholers, nnd the total
doath liet is being stendily angmented. Ao-
cording o yesterday’s returns there were I3
fresh cases and 10 deaths, Fourcuses of sup-
posed cholera have been reported in the
wvillnwes of Tolinein mnd DBorgogno, near
Goerz, Austria.

HUNGER RIOTS IN MEXICO,

Famine and Extortion Trovoke s Terrible
Fight in Morlis,

Bax ANrtoxio, Oct. L—Homer Finlay, who
lor six yeurs has been in business in Morlia,
Mexico, arrived here to-day and gave a
vivid necount of tne famine riot which oe-
curred in that city. Morlia {8 oo the verge
of starvation, owing to the total fallure of
oropa for four seasons,

“When the [amine was threatened several
months ago," satd Mr. Finlay, “several mer-
chants contractod for large guantities of
corn in the United States, Theso specula-
tors extorted what litile money the poor
people had in & shors time., For
the last ¢two montha the suffer-
fng amonz the poor has been
intense, and many deaths from starvution
have occurred. Last Sunday night the starve
ing hordoe organized a mob knd began o con-
ourted anttack upon the food stores, The
police were utterly poweriezs, One feod
store after another was ontered, and as but
little corn wus found the frenzy of
the mob Increased. Three regiments
were oalled out, but thelr appear
ance only added to the desperation
of the starving people, The mob fought its
way through the line of soldiers. The sol-
diera opened flre and one man was killed
and several wounded, The mob started for
the granaries of Josepn Martinez, in which
5,000 bushiels of eorn were stored, Taey
broke down the doors and supplied thems
sclves with what each could carry away.”
